Ever since the Chinses made 
the world’s first known paper two 
thousand years ago, paper and 
water had been considered insep¬ 
arable. Arabs wrested the secrets 
of paper-making from the Chinese, 
Moors brought the craft to Eur¬ 
ope, Scandinavia had its first pa¬ 
per mill by 1573, North America a 
century later, and paper-making 
grew into the world’s fifth largest 
industry. But nothing over two 
millennia changed the basic form¬ 
ula: 100 partsof water to make one 
part of paper. 


Kroyer engineers. 

Traditional paper mills use water 
to soften up the dry pulp, straight¬ 
en fibers and distribute glue as the 
the pulp is rolled into paper. Then 
even more work and money go 
into drying the paper — and in 
purifying waste water to reduce 
pollution. Said Kroyer: “Ironical¬ 
ly, till now the lightest of products 
has needed the heaviest machinery. 

Better than Paper. Kroyer’s and 
Hjelt’s machine, named Tasselt**, 
grinds dry pulp into powder, then 
blows it and glue “like a blizzard” 
onto amoving steel band charged 
with static electricity. Caught in 
the electric field, fibers stand on 
end, then are flattened mechani¬ 
cally. The result is finished dry 
paper. The denser the “blizzard”, 
the denser the fiber. The degree 
and manner of flattening decide 
thickness and character — from 
crepe to heavy bond. Kroyer calls 
it three-dimensional paper. 

The potential in natural-fiber 
textiles is claimed to be even bet¬ 
ter. With fibers blown, glued and 
pressed into, e.g., a base of gauze, 
the Tasselt method eliminates 
spinning and weaving. Production 
would be 10 to 20 times faster, and 
cheaper. Cloth could come in any 
quality: thick as velvet or smooth 
as silk. More durable than other 
paper cloth, it would not necess¬ 
arily be confined to wear - and 
throw-away use. Furthermore, that 
$1.50 wedding glown did not look 
or feel like paper. 

After investing $300,000 of his 
own puls a $7,000 government 
grant (with promise or more), 
Kroyer now reckons that his “dry” 
paper is out of the experimental 
stage. Some interests abroad re¬ 
portedly went out of their way to 
discourage him at one stage, but 
the Danish Paper Mills Corp. co¬ 
operated all along. Now that the 
secret is out and all patents se¬ 
cured, Kroyer expects to be ready 
to deliver machinery to licensed 
plants by the end of the year. 

Mainly for Wiear. Some Scandi¬ 
navian pulp-and-paper people war¬ 
ily point to the failure of no-water 
methods developed in the U.S. and 
the Soviet Union over the last de¬ 


cade. They admit that the Kroy- 
er-Hjelt method appears different, 
but even so it does not do away 
with the need for water to make 
pulp. With most Scandinavian and 
North American paper coming 
from combined pulp - and - paper 
plants, investment in new “dry” 
.mills may hold little immediate 
attraction so long as water re¬ 
mains a need for pulp production. 

But Lars Nordman, head of Fin¬ 
land’s Central Laboratory of Paper 
Research, thinks the Tasselt me¬ 
thod may revolutionize paper-ma¬ 
king in pulp-importing countries 
and regions scarce on water. Also 
the dry method would eliminate 
water pollution problems now bar¬ 
ring use of more effective glues 
in traditional plants. But the big- 
gist prospects, according to Nord¬ 
man and others, probably ar ein 
paper textiles. Newsprint, say 
Canadian experts, can hardly be a 
significant application. 

When Hjelt, a 62-year-old econ¬ 
omist and diplomat, turned- busi¬ 
nessman, made his first Tasselt 
machine in 1950, it was a typical 
chance invention by a man with 
no technicial training. After a 
promising deal with a large Brit¬ 
ish concern fell through 10 years 
ago, Hjelt moved to Copenhagen 
and, with dwindling hope, went on 
working on the machine in the 
basement of his suburban home. 
There Kroyer found him. No train¬ 
ed engineer himself, Kroyer, 52, 
is a believer in team work, built 
up a staff of experts to work on 
his own “chance” ideas, struck it 
are gone when an inventor could 
work in his basement, attic or 
rich on teh thesis that “the days 
kitchen. Nowadays, he must know 
what other inventors do, go on 
from where they leave off, develop 
new ideas, better methods.”

So there was reason for the 
touch of drama as Karl Kroyer, an 
ingenious Danish inventor-business¬ 
man, held up a piece of paper and 
proclaimed: “No water was used 
to make this.” 

Then newsmen summoned to 
Kroyer’s Arhus laboratory head¬ 
quarters were invited to examine 
the paper more closely. “You 
may soon see newsprint produced 
right in the print shop.” Kroyer 
told them. He also displayed a 
wedindg gown sewn of paper, soft 
as silk. “The material cost just 
$1.50,” Kroyer said. White, brick¬ 
like blocks of paper were describ¬ 
ed as “featherweight, but strong 
enough for house-building.” “This 
will be a billion-dollar thing,” said 
the ebullient Kroyer. 

A Revolutionary. Snow job? 
Some did voice skepticism. But 
this cajne from the man who float¬ 
ed a sunken freighter by pumping 
millions of tiny plastic bubbles into 
it, is paving roads around the 
world with glass* and has licensed 
plants in a score of countries to 
produce glucose to his special 
formula. 

This new project just could become 
Karl Kroyer’s grandest: to revolu¬ 
tionize the paper industry in pulp¬ 
importing countries, replacing wa¬ 
ter with air and electricity. So far 
almost all the world’s paper has 
been produced in large river or 
lakeside plants with easy access to 
water. Kroyer plans small low-cost 
mills sufficiently independent of 
water to operate in a desert. Their 
heart would be a machine con¬ 
structed by Finnish Inventor Heikki 
Olavi Hjelt aided by a team of

For most people, an European vacation is a once-in-a-lifetime affair 
with as much sightseeing, as possible crammed into two or three 
weeks. 

London, Paris and Vienna are always high on the list of preferred 
destinations, but a journey to the Scandinavian cities of Copenhagen 
and Oslo will prove to be just as rewarding and pleasurable an ex¬ 
perience, and an expensive one at that.

Danish cuisine is nothing short 
ox marvelous for the gourmet 
and, lor the less adventurous, all 
restaurants serve the more lam¬ 
inar North American specialties. 

Dozens of different types of mar- 
in ated herring and prepared eel, 
and many varieties of fresh fish 
are headliners on all menus. 

Liquor and cigarettes are more 
expensive than in Canada but for 
those who can’t do without, you 
can always carry some along from 
duty free shops on your way over. 

Entertainment is never a prob¬ 
lem in this 800-year-old city with 
many lounges, theatres, restau¬ 
rant, cafes and, most famous of 
all, Tivoli Gardens. 

To really appreciate Tivoli re¬ 
quires at least two visits; one 
during the afternoon and again at 
night when the excitement really 
begins. 

The cost of admission until 2:00 
p.m. is only one kroner (about 16 
cents) for adults and one and one- 
half kroner (about 24 cents) from 
2:00 p.m. until the midnight closing 
time. 

Guided tours are an expensive 
quick and easy way to get to see 
Copenhagen in a short time. 

A city tom% which costs about 
$2.50 and lasts about two hours, 
takes visitors in a comfrtable 
caach with trilingual guides, to 
such world - famous spots as the 
site of the Little Mermaidof Copen¬ 
hagen in the harbour. You’re al¬ 
lowed plenty of time to take photo¬ 
graphs and you may even stand 
close enough to the mermaid to 


allow your wife to take a photo of 
you with your- arm around this pop¬ 
ular landmark. 

After a cuple of days in Copen¬ 
hagen, you may want to have a 
look at Oslo and the best way of 
getting there is by boat. A United 
Steamship Company Ltd. boat 
leaves Copenhagen Harbour each 
day at 4:00 p.m. arriving in the 
Norwegian capital at 7:30 a.m. the 
next morning and the $18 fare per 
person for first class accomodation 
is much less than the combined 
costs of a hotel room plus air fare 
the next day. 

Everything you buy on the boat 
is tax-free including liquor and 
cigarettes and the food in the fine 
dining room and cafeteria, is ex¬ 
cellent. A platter of assorted 
pickled herring or other canapes, 
an entree of steak, roast beef, 
veal or fresh salmon steaks with 
a bottle of good French or German 
wine and desret may cost about 
$5.00 or $6.00 for two people. You 
can also purchase a bottle of 
Mumm’$ champagne for $20.00! 

Oslo has many fine hotels with 
very reasonable rates and the same 
fine foods, with slight variation in 
preparation, as in Copenhagen. 

In Oslo, as well as in Copenhag¬ 
en, guided tours are the best way 
to see the city for visitors on finan¬ 
cial and time budgets, here are 
several god ones but the three-hour 
“Oslo Camera Tour” is particularly 
rewarding for amateur photograph¬ 
ers. 

At the Kon-Tiki Museum, one 
of three stops on the tour, visitors 
will see the original balsa wood 
raft which carried Thor Heyerdahl 
and five companions across the 
Pacific Ocean from Peru to Poly¬ 
nesia in 1947. The museum also 
contains a collection of various 
craft used by natives of Polynesia 
and Easter Islands in the South 
Pacific.
